Overseas men tell me: "She 
played a lot of good records —and 
what she said we just dismissed 
.from our minds, knowing where it 
came from." 


Which is a tribute to the worth 
and 
solidarity of our 
America, 
whose fighting men are more im- 
mune to propaganda than the sol- 
diers of less fortunate nations. 
But it doesn't alter the case 
against Axis Sally—who will be 
punished not for what she did but 
what she attempted to do.

Florence, Ala.. Says Lyman: 


"Things look good lor Florence 
in 194U. We are getting two new 
factories, and two large firms are 
putting warehouses here." 
But the same story runs clear 
across the South, with Arkansas in 
the front rank of slates acquiring 
new industrial locations. 
Little 
Rock got major plants owned by 
General Time, Inc., world-iamous 
clock manufacturers; and Westing- 
house, electric lamp makers. 


Hope has Cobbwood, Inc., whose 
new plant in the former Southwes- 
tern Proving Ground military re- 
servation, is about ready to oegin 
production of fabricated-board irom 
wood waste. 
Cobbwood may be 
just a starter for a whole series 
of new plants, for as tne basic 
manufacturing process is developed 
there is a good chance that fab- 
ricating systems will corne along to 
utilize the product 
on the spot 
where it is made.

Repeal 
About Ready 


Washington, Jan. 27 — I/P) — The 


administration was reported about 
ready today to hand congress 
a 
"single package" bill repealing the 
Taft-Hartley law and restoring the 
Wegner act with "improvements" 
asked by President Truman. 


A tentative outline of the pro- 
posed new law was drafted at a 
White House meeting last night. 
Among those attending were Sec- 
retary of Labor Tobin, Conciliation 
Director Cyrus Ching. and Paul M. 
Herzog and Abe Murdock, mem- 
bers of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. 


One of Mr. Truman's nicies told 
a reporter that the president has 
not yet approved the proposals. 
However, the chief executive was 
represented 
as . being convinced 
that a new labor law 
must 
be 
handled in 'one package." 


Labor unions have objected 
to 
that procedure. 
They 
'want 
the 


Taft-Hartley law repealed and the 
Wagner act restored in one step, 
with any changes in the Wagner 
act to come later. 


Mr. Truman was said 
to 
feel 
that such strategy would not rally 
enough votes in congress 
behind 


his pledge to repeal the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. 


The "improvements" Mr. Tru- 
man asked in his state of the union 
message include curbs on strikes 
affecting the national welfare, jur- 
isdictional disputes, and secondary 
boycotts. 


Senator Thomas (D-Utah), chair- 
man of the senate labor commit- 
tee had asked Tobin to head an 
administration group to put 
the 


•president's views into a bill. 
Thomas said after a White'House 


call yesterday he expected to get

keep these incidents from occur- 
ring.

The people within a radius of the 
Southwest Proving Ground have 
been warned continuously of the 
danger of unexploded duds at the 
Southwest Proving Ground. 
The Corps of Engineers at this 
time has the 9800 TSU-CE Det. No. 
6 Bornb and Shell Disposal Team 
consisting 
of 7 Enlisted Men, 


Specialist, Commanded by Captain 
Asa B. Luter. located at Hope for 
the purpose of destroying duds that 
have been located and reported 
since the land has been released by 
the Government. 


On 18 January, 1949 a notice was 


put in each of the Hope papers 
stating that the 9800 TSU-CE Det. 
No. 6, Bomb and Shell Disposal 
Team would be at Hope for approxi- 
mately two or three weeks to de- 
stroy any duds located and report- 
ed by the land owners of South- 
west Proving Grounds. 


Unsafe practices, such as build- 
ing fires over the shells to explode 
them have been reported. In such 
cases it is always the innocent per- 
son that might come in to see what 
the fire is about or to warm, that 
are killed. The person that built 
the fire is certain to be a safe 
distance away. 
Duds located by the land owners 
should not be moved or tampered 
with but should be marked with a 
flag, rag or something to make 
them easily located, then reported 
to the Bomb and Shell Disposal 
Team, 315 West Division, Telephone 
number 634. 
Don't report these shells to ev- 
ery Tom, Dick, and Harry for the 
Corps of Engineers have trained 
men that use the safest methods 
possible in destroying them. Most 
of the duds found in the Southwest 
Proving Grounds are rusted beyond 
recognition and 
although 
some 
may be sand filled, empty or inert, 
they must all be regarded as High 
Explosive.

The fenced in area is considered 


unsafe for any use and anyone 
that enters without proper authority 
is not only trespassing on Govern- 
ment property, but is taking a 
chance of being blown up. 
The lust for scrap and the pro- 


fits received from scrap 
have 
induced people to take unnecessary 
chances with their lives and the 
lives of innocent parties. 
Dismantling of shells for scrap is 
a dangerous operation and the peo- 
ple in the vicinity of Hope and 
Southwest Proving Grounds should 
cooperate in 
discouraging 
such 


practices.

Government for surface use only 
has been plowed and is back in 
cultivation.

tion. 


The measure would prohibit sale 


of merchandise at less than cost. 


_Introduccd by Rep. C. C. Davis 


of Sebastian county, it now goes to 
the senate for action by that cham- 
ber of the legislature. 


The bill defines the cost of the 
retailer as including a six per cent 
makeup over the wholesale cost 
plus freight and other transporta- 
tion charges.

stretched another long leg on the 
coffee table and said: 
"I ain't had my political honey- 
moon, but I'm going to get it. The 
people are going to insist on it. 
"The people say, why 
don't 
they let big Jim alone?" The peo- 
ple in the streets and the people at 
the branch heads—they demand a 
man having his 
chance. 
And I 
ain't had mine." 


Two years after winning the gov- 


ernorship by the biggest vote 
in 
Alabama history, "Kissing 
Jirn" 
Folsom feels his program has been 
blocked by a legislature that won't 
cooperate with him. 


He calls the legislature "my loyal 
opposition" and 
"my 
little 
iiOth 
congress". It meets this year, and 
Big Jim says it had better do right 
by him this time—or else. 


Easing 
his 
six-foot-eight - inch 
frame deep into the sofa, he said: 
'I been in two years now. Moral- 
ly, 
essentially 
and 
executively 


speaking, my 
administration has 
been a success. 


"But my legislative record is a 


failure. The legislature hasn't fol- 
lowed what the people endorsed. I 
haven't had the 
political honey- 


moon that any governor is sup- 
posed to get. And the people are 
saying if Big Jim don't get it this 
year from 
the 
legislature, then 


,he'll get it next year in the elcc- 
|ticn." 
! As he spoke his pretty, 
brown- 
haired wife, soon to be a mother, 
played an old tune on a piano in 
an upstairs room of the executive 
mansion. It 
was "The Missouri 
Waltz". 


Big Jim cocked his 
head 
and 
.'smiled. 


"That's my favorite 
tune," 
he 
said. Folsom's current hero in 
American politics is 
Harry Tru- 
man. .He says his state program 
for Alabama is the same as the 
Truman national program. And he 
feels like Truman, he has had an 
uphill fight. 


Kissine Jim 
divides Alabama's 
population into two classes — the 
"got rocks", who are against him, 
and-"the people", 
who are 
for 


him. 
He doesn't include anybody 


who opposes him in 'the people". 


"When I 
was 
elected," 
he 
said, "only 
four out of 167 Ala- 
bama papers supported me. Five 
mayors against me. I know of only 
two bankers who were for me— 
out of more than 300. And 
only 
three out of 67 county political or- 
ganizations. All the 
big corpora- 
tions were against me." 


Big Jim doesn't feel the line up 
against him 
hs 
changed 
much 
since then. And it probably hasn't. 
'I went to tho branch heads just 
like Truman want to the whistle 
stops", he grinned, running a huge 
hc'nd through his heavy 
mop 
of 
dark hair. 


All of Folsom's 
critics — and 
they are highly vocal about it — 
concede nobody can teach him any- 
thing about the 
art 
of 
getting 


Heeled. But they don't think 
he 
has shown much talent for govern- 
ing. 


And this riles every one of Big 
Jim's 265 pounds. 


"When you hire a man to mow 
your lawn, you give him a chance 
to see whether he can mow it be- 
fore 
you 
start 
kicking 
him 
around," he complained. 


"But they started right in kick- 


ing me before I had a chance to 
show them. Even so we've raised

Government officials 
said today 
that the cost of living is in ils 
most extended downward slide in 
almost 10 years. 


The labor department posted the 


fifth consecutive month in which 
prices of consumer goods and serv- 
ices declined or failed to rise. 
It was due to make public later 
today a report on consumer prices 
that would almost wipe out or- 
ganized labor's arguments for a 
fourth-found wage increase, inso- 
far as they are based on the high- 
er cost of living. 


The department planned to re- 
lease its index of consumer prices 
as of Dec. 15. The index was ex 
pcctcd to hover around 171.7, down 
from the 172.2 on Nov. 15 (1935-39 
equals 100). The report was 
to 
show that prices fell back to al- 
most their level of last June. 15 
the peak of the union's third-round 
wage .drive. 


Meantime, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics has begun 
to 
gather 
price data as of mid-January, Al- 
most all government 
and labor 


union experts agreed that when 
these figures are tabulated, their 
average will show another decline, 
continuing the slide 
that 
began 
since the index reached 
its all- 
time peak of 174.5 last Aug. 15. 
Tomorrow the department will 
make public its weekly wholesale 
price index which is also expected 
to show another drop in prices of 
essential commodities. 
Dun 
Bradstreet. 
Ind., 
an- 


nounced .yesterday that its index 
of wholesale food prices dropped 
last week to $5.91 the lowest since 
wartime food price controls were 
discontinued Oct. 8. 1946. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said that its index showed foods 
back to their June, 1947 level. An 
official explained that the index in- 
cludes fresh fruits and vegetables 
which have gone up as a result 
of the California snowstorms. 
The current price decline, labor 
department figures showed, is the 
longest since the 
upward 
trend 
began with the start of the national 
defense program in 1939. The rise 
was rapid except .for the war per- 
iod from 1943 through June 1946 
when tight price controls were in 
operation. 


The consumer price index stood 
at 98,6 in August, 1939, just before 
the war .began in -Europe. It rose 
to 133.3 on, June.-16, 1946. Wartime 
price controls lapsed temporarily 
on June 30, 1946 and were finally 
abandoned the following October. 
Since then labor unions tied two 
nationwide wage drives to the ris- 
ing cost of living in 1947 and 1948. 
Part of their 1949 bargaining strat-

Winter Care 
Means Much 
to Garden 


A little care in Winter to bring 
garden perennials and bulbs, lawn 
and shrubs through to the Spring 
in good cindition is suggested by 
Lorraine Blackwood, home demon- 
stration agent. Much Winter injury 
to plants is unnecessary and could 
be prevented by more 
attention 
from home owners. 


Contrary to general belief it is 
not the cold but the drying by Win- 
ter wind and sun which causes the 
common "winter kill" of 
ever- 


greens. When the ground freezes 
so that evergreens can not take up 
the moisture they need at all seas- 
ons, 
they often brown and die from 


r'rvinf. A shade against the stin or 
a windbreak may be needed to save 
them. 


After a heavy fall of wet snow, 


shaking small trees and evergreens 
is a precaution against 
broken 
limbs. Shake before the wet snow 
freezes on and makes 
branches 
brittle and easily broken. 


Alternate freezing and thawing 


may heave bulbs and perennial 
roots out of the ground, and leave 
them exposed to air. Once the 
ground has frozen, a covering of 
leaves or other mulch makes a good 
insulatipn to protect against thaw- 
ing until Spring arrives. 


For the sake of all plants grow- 
ing close to the house, gutters or 
down-spouts ' should be 
cleaned 
when open weather1 in Winter per- 
mits. Roof drip can damage or kill 
plants. For extra protection tem- 
porary shed roofs of boards may be 
built over shrubs planted in such 
positions. 
• 
•;; . 


Winter trash fires have caused 
much damage to trees, shrUBB, 
hedges and lawns. When fires are 
built in Winter, be sure they are 
laid on bare ground in an open 
space, far enough away from trees 
and shrubs so that they will not be 
scorched by the heat given off. 


Salt or calcium chloride sprinkled 
on walks and driveways to melt 
ice and prevent slipping can injure 
grass or shrubs growing alongside, 
if these chemicals are swept or al- 
lowed to wash into the soil.

The Doctor 
Says:

The usual cause of running cars 


is a chronic infection in what is 
called the middle ear,—a smal 
cavity which lies back of the drum 
membrane and which connects by 
a small lube with the nose. In an 
infection in the nose, 
such as a 
severe cold, the germs pass up this 
tube, called the eustachian tube 
into the middle ear. The eustachi- 
an tube is likely to be blocked up, 
pus forms in the middle ear under 
pressure and the drum membrane 
is broken, so that the pus is dis- 
charged into the outer part of the 
ear. 


The symptoms vary to some ex- 
tent, though the discharge is the 
most constant. If the 
secretions 
become stagnant there may be an 
unpleasant odor. If drainage is in- 
terfered with while 
infection 
is 


still present, pain can spread to 
the surrounding tissues, and fever 
may also be present. People who 
have this chronic infection 
are 
particularly susceptible to compli- 
cations from colds. After a time 
the hearing can be somewhat im- 
paired. 


Treatment Disappoints 
The treatment of a long-lasting 
chronic middle ear infection fre- 
quently has been 
disappointing. 
:lowevcr. in recent years consider- 
able progress has been made in the 
use of local applications and in 
surgical management. Even when 
it seems 
to be entirely checked 
and the discharge gone, a new cold 
nay bring back the condition all 
over again. Cleanliness, including 
-he removal of crusts and obstruc- 
tions to drainage, is especially im- 
portant. This is done by applying 
solutions, or "drops." Suction has 
been used to clean out1 the middle 
car 
of pus and mucus. Alcohol 
reatments, silver nitrate, special 
dressings, antiseptics, and a kind 
Df electrical treatment, called zinc 
onization, have all been tried and 
are useful for some. Removal of 
ymphoid tissue in the back of the 
nose with locally applied radium 
may be helpful, especially in chil- 
dren. 


In recent years there have been 


great improvements in 
surgical 
methods which make it possible to 
get at the source of the infection. 
Those patients 
who cannot 
be 


cured by other means may be re- 
lieved by this operation. 


QUESTION: Is it possible for a 
woman to become pregnant if the 
womb is misplaced backwards?

Washington, Jan. 27 — (ff>) — Con- 
gress today has a choice of three 
mutli-billion dollar programs do- 
signed to provide homes mainlv 
for low income families. Two arc 
Republican-backed, the other is an 
administration measure. 


The two GOP bills, designed as 
substitutes for President Truman's 
housing program, are being intro- 
duced today, the Democratic meas- 
ure 
was 
submitted 
early 
this 
month. 


Fourteen 
Republican 
senators 
are sponsoring the new bill being 
presented to the senate. 
Eleven 


GOP house members are backing 
the other new measure. 


Those two bills and the admini- 
stration's arc alike in that they all 
call for public housing, slum clear- 
ance, farm homes and research to 
cut building 'costs. 


The scope of the public housing 
program is different in 
each 
It 
ranges from 1,000,000 units in the 
next seven years in the administra- 
tion measure, 
to 810.000 in six 
years in the house GOP bill, to 
600,000 in six years in the senate 
Republican program. 


And the house bill, but not the 


other two, provides for $3.000,000 - 
000 in government loans to 
spur 
private 
construction 
of 
360,000 
homes in the next six years for 
families with incomes of from S2,- 
000 tp $3,000 a year. Those dwell- 
ings would rent for about $50 a 
month. 


That section of the house GOP 
measure is designed to meet th° 
shelter needs of families whose in- 
comes are 
too high to 
qualify 


mem for public housing, and too 
low to afford the private housing 
now available. 


Senator Taft (R-Ohio) is one of 


the sponsors of the senate Repub- 
lican bill. He estimated at a news 
conference yesterday that the over- 
all senate GOP program would be 
less than half as expensive as the 
administration 
program. 
Senator 
iMlcnder (La), chief sponsor of the 
Democratic measure, 
has 
calcu- 
lated the total cost of that plan 
at around $18.000,000,000 over 40 
years. Most of that would go for 
public housing.

Greater Now 


What features for convenience 
and performance do women want 
in electric irons? In the latest an- 
swers, women consumers give top 
preference to irons with slots for 
ironing around buttons. These irons 
are made with the edge of the sole- 
plate — or the pressing surface of 
the iron — indented near the front 
point in a small semi-circle and are 
already on the market. 


Votes of these women consumers 
have just been tallied for 1947-48 
under a project titled "The Con- 
sumer Speaks," initiated 
three 
years ago under the sponsorship 
of the American Home Economics 
Association. Nearly 10,000 women 
reported this year, 73 per cent of 
them from farm homes. 


Considered mose essential in this 
year's voting on irons were these 
other features: A lightweight iron— 
four pounds or less; power rating 
of at least 1,000 watts for fast heat- 
ing, 
necessary in ironing large 


pieces such as tablecloths; thermo- 
static control;heat-resistant handle; 
and enough distance between the 
handle and iron to protect the hand 
against heat. 


Some features, which were rated 
farther down the list, also were con- 
sidered essential or desirable.These 
include: A spleplate with narrow 
point for ironing ruffles and a bev- 
eled or slanted edge; back or side 
rest for the iron; thumb rest on the 
handle; and a hande that is dur- 
able. 
Like the slots for buttons, those 


other characteristics are not neces- 
sarily lacking on irons now on the 
market. Actually, women 
have 


many of the preferred features on 
irons which they osvn, explains Dr. 
Enid Sater, household equipment 
specialist of the Bureau of Human 
Nutrition and Home Economics, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
and a member of the AHEA con- 
sumer interest committee. 
The 
voting results, however, are a val- 
uable guide to manufacturers. 
The women also reported on cook- 


ing utensils, refrigerators, washing 
machines and ironing boards, says. 
Dr. Sater. But more women report- 
ed on irons than the other items, 
indicating greater interest in them.

Powerful in Republican 
party circles in the 1920s, he was 
picked by GOP leaders as a vice- 
presidential running mate for War- 
len G. Harding.

to the 1920 national convention 
bucked their leaders and swung to 
Calvin Coolidge. 


Coolidge became president when 


Harding died three years after the 
election. 


Lenroot, who would have been 


80 years old next Monday, died at 
his home here after a two-month, 
illness. Burial will be in Superior, 
Wis. 


He is survived bv his widow, tho 


former Eleanore Von Eltz whom 
he married in 1943, and a daugh- 
ter, {Catherine F. Lenroot, chief of 
<he Children's Bureau of the Social
